WASHINGTON (AP)— Just how 


much friendship was involved — in 
Sherman Adams' free-loading 
at 


the expense of Boston millionaire 
Bernard Goldfine — should come to 
light in Goldfine's income tax re- 
turns.

right-hand man, calls Goldfine, a 
textile manufacturer, sn old-time 
family friend. But a key question 
is this: 


When Goldfine paid the more 


than $2,000 in hotel bills which Ad- 
ams charged to him, did he do it 
as a friend or did he deduct the 
money from his income tax as a 
business expense? 


Adams — in the picture emerging 


from a House subco'mmitoe's in-, 
quiry into the Adams-Goldfine re- 
lationship — does .not appear as a 
fast man with a buck. 


A subcommittee .investigator re- 


ported that Adams, while staying 
in Goldfine's liotcl suite at Gold- 
fine's expense, not o>i!y charge'd 
to Goldfine one dollar for a bowl 
of ice but a 25-cent tip for the 
bellboy who brought it.

this week that Goldfine had invit- 
ed him to use without cost hotel 
suites in Boston, Now York and 
Plymouth, Mass, and Adams did.
